Attack that Ma.y Result in Invalidating the Hart- 
Agnew Law Is Made. 

New York. .Tiil.y SI. — .Vn attack nnon the (xinsti- 
tii til Ilia lity of the legislative reapiMirtioiiinent act 
Iiasseil liy the legislature of New York in extraor- 
diiiar.v sess-i*m last summer, and signed b.v Governor 
Hughes, was iiistitiit***! in the Supreme Court at 
.Xlliaii.v last Weiliiesday h.v Alexander 'T. Porter of 
New York. Siipreiiie Court Judge G**orge A. F’itts 
issued ail or(U*r upon Porter’s application directing 
John S. \Vhal**n. as secretary of state, to show cause 
at an adjouriii**l special term, to lie held in Albany 
July 21 at half-past ten a. ni.. wh.v a p**reinptory 
writ of niandainiis should n*>t be issued directing him 
ll* order tlic election *>f senators ami assemblymen 
to Ik* lield under the apportionment contained in tire 
constitnliivn of ]S!t4. 'i'lie ground upon which the 
attack is Iia.si*d that there was no power in the 
legislatiirc to iiass an aii|K>rtiounient at an extraor 
dinar.*' session. This ease has a direct lieariiig on 
the racing situation in New York. If successful it 
will, it is lield. invalidate the special election h.v 
wliich Governor Hiiglie* .secured the senatorial vole 
that iiasscil the Hart-.\gnew iiills. In tliat i-ase it 
ma.v be li(*I*l b.v tlie courts that the law in uiiestioii 
is void and the I’eroy-Gray law still in force.

Seattle. Wash.. July 31. — The layers had giK)d
